I reposed e n t i i e confidence in him and 
he appeared to deserve it; the men,how- 
ever, were kept ashore all nit^ht, while 
we,with perfect secrecy and safety,as we 
thought, had ihe property conveyed to 
the ship, and securely stowed away.— 
In the morning the men en me on board, 
and every thing being taken in, we got 
under weigh, with a fair wind, in the 
evening. 


The first night, and the succeeding 


day and night passed without any par- 
ticular occurrence, and the wind con- 
tinuing fair, we were, at the close of 
the second dav, two hundred miles 
from "land. My crew were most of them 
Irishmen, not such men, certainly, as I 
should have chosen, but I was obliged 
to take them. 
Indeed, one of the Irish- 


men, to whom I shall again refer more 
particularly, was not a seaman. 


Every thing had proceeded in an c- 


ren and regular course.until the close of 
the third evening, if I except an undue 
familiarity between the mate and the 
crew; which, although I observed, I 
had not mentioned. 
On this evening, 


however, I was oppressed with a kind 
of uneasiness I cannot describe, but 
fearing it might be a prelude to sick- 
ness, I left the mate in charge ; and re- 
tired to my birth much earlier than u- 
sual. 
I tried to sleep, but in vain. 
I 


rose, took some grog, and lay down a- 
gain. 
I tried to compose myself, but 


found it impossible. 
I several times 


dozed a little, but almost instantly star- 
ted under gloomy impressions, or from 
frightful dreams. 
As this was quite 


unusual with me,havingscarceiy known 
a solitary instance of my i est being dis- 
turbed, I spent my hours under great 
despondency, and anxiously wished for 
the. dawn of day. 
1 continued thus un- 


til near 2 o'clock ; even tny dozing 
might have been interrupted by the 
slightest movement, so far was I from 
enjoying any thing like repose. 


About two, 1 heard a footstep cauti- 


ously approaching. 
I listened, and a 


man came close to my birth, and mut- 
tered.'Captain !' 
I called out./ Who's 


there?' 
No answer being returned, 1 


lumped out. and was instantly accosted 
by the Irishman above referred to. in 
the most abrupt and callous manner, 
with 'By 
. its all over with you ; 


the mate has told the crew about the 
money; they have taken ihe ship, and 
your throat w i l l he rui at three o'clock " 
I was momentarily deprived of utter- 
ance, and hefiive I rofi'vered from the 
shock ihe IVll'v.v was sjoue.

ver, soon lie-came c jllro'ed, and slip- 
ping on my trovi.snr> and w<.istro«t, 1 
immvdiutely Mapped in'o tin: gentle- 
man's caVin to v.hum this ire iMire be- 
longed.

fa I me, or what course 1 should take, 1 
rushed towards the deck, but my hand 
accidentally striking against something 
which I found to be an American axe, 
1 sei/ed it and the next moment was on 
deck, where I saw the helm deserted, 
and the mate with the whole cre\v sit- 
ting together drinking it) the forep;u t 
of the ship. 
With the open knife in my 


left hand, and the uplifted axe in my 
right, I sprang in among them, and as 
my eye met the male's, w i t h one blow 
of the axe, 1 cleaved his head asunder. 
The men s i m u l t a n e o u s l y rose, and lied 
in dim-rent directions; I followed 
the 


nearest i n s t a n t l y ; and j u s t as he was in 
the act of going aloft,1 buried the axe in 
his loins, and he fell overboard. 
One 


now turned and tried to grapple w i t h 
me; but I, in a moment, drove the axe 
i n t o his breast, and he fell al my feet. 
So deeply had ihe axe sunk inlo his bo- 
dy, that 1 was in i m m i n e n t danger of 
being overpowered ; hut placing my 
fool on his chest,! by one vigorous ef- 
fort, succeeded in extricating it. 
I 


now looked round, and observing no 
one near me, I went a l o f t ; but seeing 
here some one standing, I had again 
lifted my axe, when a voice exclaim- 
ing, 'For God's .sake, captain,' convin- 
ced me it was the sick gentleman. 
I 


could only say, 'Go in sir.' 
Housed by 


my striking my hand against the axe, 
and u n h a n g i n g it, he had come out, and 
having witnessed my actions, w i t h o u t 
knowing any thing of the cause, he con- 
cluded me laboring under a direful par- 
oxysm of madness, and instantly obey- 
ed, t h a n k f u l that he had not shared the 
fate of those who had fallen before his 
eyes. 


I found the men had fled to the rig- 


ging, and were still aloft. 
The moon 


shone brightly, and I called to the near- 
est man to come down, but he would 
neither answer nor move. 
I went into 


my cabin,fetched out my fcwling-piece. 
and insisted on his coming down, or I 
would fire at him. 
At length he came 


down, and fell on his knees at my feet. 
I asked him what he had to say of their 
blood-thirsty v i l l a i n y : he replied, the 
male had drawn them into il, and he 
was obliged to agree. 
"Strip !" said I— 


he did so. 
I then put my gun and axe 


behind me ; and cutting eighteen in- 
ches of rope, I gave him a severe flog- 
ging; to this I subjected every unc of 
them, and they submitted without offer- 
ing the least resistance; the passengers, 
during the whole period, almost petri- 
fied, looked on. 


It only now occurred to me,that there 


was no one at the helm ; I therefore 
took my gun and axe, and, as there was 
no alternative. I was compelled to oc- 
cupy thai post at once. 
The passen- 


gers all came to me, but I could only 
beg them to leave me. 
They still halt- 


ed, however, while I called the men 
before me, and told them I had now 
done with them : their conduct would 
determine my future steps : at the same 
time concluded by saying, I would kill 
the first man that manifested a muti- 
itous disposition, or that dared to cross 
a given line on the deck before me, 
without my express command. 
I then 


ordered'them to throw the two bodies 
overboard, and return to their respec- 
tive duties. 


Beginning now to reflect on what I 


hud done : remembering that my life, 
my ship, my passengers, their proper- 
ly, and the cargo, were at least so fur 
preserved : remembering, at the same 
time that I had accomplished it only by 
the sacrifice of three men,—that their 
blood had been shed by me,—and. see- 
ing it upon me when morning dawned, 
my feelings overcame me, and I burst 
into tears.

am unable lo express my u t t e r aston- 
ishment, and the overwhelming emo- 
tions of gratitude that instantly filled

MANIKKSTO 01' Til K POLISH NATION, 


When n nation, formerly free and power- 


ful, finds itself compelled by the excess of its 
ills to have recourse to the last of its ri|(!it«—• 
to the rijfht of repelling oppression by force 
— it owes it to itself, and to the rest of the 
world, to divulge the motives which have in- 
duced it to sustain bv arms the mo.st holy of 
causes. 
The Chambers of the iJiet have fcdt 


th'b nect-ssitv, — and, following1 the spirit of 
the Kcvolution of thy 29th November, andac- 
knowledyiiiff it lo be National, they have re 
solved lo justify themselves in the eyes of Eu- 
rope. 


The infamous machinations, the vile ca- 


lumnies, the open violence, and secret trea- 
chery, u'liich accompanied the three dismem- 
berments of ancient Poland, nre but too well 
known ; history has already branded them as 
a political crime. The d«cp ami awful mourn- 
ing- which this violation spread throughout 
the country has never been laid aside, but has 
been religiously preserved even until now ; 
the unspoiled standard has never ceased to 
wave at the head of our valiant army ; and in 
all his military migrations, the Pole, carrying- 
from countrv to country his household Gods, 
has cried out for vengeance for the outrages 
committed against thi'in 
Clierf-liin^ that 


noble illusion, which, like everv oilier grand 
idc-a, has never failed in the end to \IK reali- 
zed, lit; bdievc-d, that whenever he (bug-In for 
the cause of liberty,he wasfig-hting for his own 
country- 
'i'his country at length re-establish- 


ed lu-r existence, and, although restrained 
within narrow limits, Poland received from 
the (Jrcat Warrior of the age, her native lan- 
guag'-, her rights and liberties, precious gifts

our blood became his right ; and when hi.s Al- 
lies and H K * V K S itself abandoned him, the 
Poles, preserving their fidelity, participated 
in tiie disasters of the hero, and the common 
fall of the (ircat Man and an unfortunate na- 
tion drew involuntary tears from the Conque- 
ror himself 


"I'his sentiment had produced too strong 


.in impression. The Sovereigns of Europe, 
in the midst of the combat, had promised with 
too much solemnity to give durable peace to 
the world, to admit that the Congress of Vi- 
enna, upon their again dividing our country 
amongst them as spoil, should not .in some 
degree soften the fresh outrages committed 
against the Poles. 
A nationality and a reci- 


procal freedom of commerce was guaranteed 
to every part of ancient Poland ; and ;hat 
which the Creal linropeaii conflict had found 
independent, parcelled out on three siclt-s, re- 
ceived the title of Kingdom, and was placed 
under the immediate dominion of the Kmpe- 
ror Alexander, with a separate charler5 and 
the power of being enlarged. 


In the execution of these stipulations, he 


granted a free Constitution to the. kingdom, 
and gave to the Poles, subject to the domina- 
tion of Russia, a gleam of hope that they 
might shortly be united to their brethren — 
I hese gifts, however, were not gratuitous ; 
he had previously contracted obligations to- 
wards us, and we, on our part, hud made sac- 
rifices in return. 
Hefore and during the de- 


cisive struggle, the brilliant promises made lo 
the Poles who were subject to the sceptre of 
Alexander, and the suspicions raised with 
respect to the intentions of Napoleon,prevent- 
ed more than one Pole from declaring in his 
favor. The Emperor of Russia was only faith- 
ful to his promises in proclaiming himself 
King-of Poland ; but as to that nationality — 
those liberties which were to become the 
guarantees of the peace of Kurope, we were 
forced to purchase them at the price of our 
independence, that first condition of the po- 
litical existence of nations, as if a durable 
peace could be established upon the enslave- 
ment of 16.000,000 of people—as if the an- 
nals of the world had not taught us that, even 
after an interval of ages, nations reduced to 
foreign subjection did not always recover that 
independence which had been destined For 
them by the Creator from the beginning of 
time, by having separated them from other 
nations in language and customs—as if this 
lesson was forgotten by Governments, that 
people oppressed ever become the natural al- 
lies of whoever may happen to rise up against 
their oppressors. 


B;il these conditions, though arbitrarily- 


imposed, were not fulfilled ; the Poles were 
not long before they became convinced that 
the nationality and the title of kingdom, giv- 
en to Poland by the Emperor of Kussia, were 
but a lure to their brethren, subject to other 
States—but a weapon against those same 
States—and but a mere chimera to those to 
whom they had been guaranteed. They be- 


fonnly treutc-d with respect, and on the othe 
the bad faith with which power bus bc-c-n u 
scd, not content with despoiling atj unhiipp^ 
people of their rights, but imputing the 
ror of these violations to tbe unbridled exer- 
cise of their Fret-dom. 


The placing in union upon one head the 


Crowns of an Autocrat and 'if a '', istitutionai 
King was one of those political .nonstros'tit-i. 
which are never of long duration. 
Every 


man foresaw that'the kingdom of Poland must 
become either the nursery of liberal institu- 
tions for Russia, or sink under the iron hand 
of its despotism. This qvu-stiotnvas .soon solv 
ed. 
It appears tbat,;tt one moment, the Km- 


peror Alexander conceived he might consoli- 
date his arbitrary power with our liberal laws, 
and thereby secure for himself a new influ- 
ence over the a/fairs of Kurope. 
Hut he was 


soon convinced that liberty could never be- 
come so debased as to be the blind instrument 
of despotism -, and from that time, instead of 
her defender, he bc-carrit: her persecutor.— 
Russia lost all hope of ever seeing the voke 
by whicli .she was oppressed taken off hy the 
band of her Sovereign, and Poland saw her- 
self successively deprived of all her piivik-ges. 


No time was lost in carrying this design in- 


to execution. 
Public education was corrupt- 


ed, a s} stern of concealment and mystery was 
adopted, the people were left without the 
means of instruction, a whole Palatinate was 
deprived of its representation, and the Cham- 
bers no longer allowed the faculty of voting 
the supplies. 
New burdens were imposed, 


new monopolies created to dry up the sour- 
ces of national wealth ; and the treasury, en. 
ric.hed by these measures, became the pas- 
ture of salaried sycophants, infamous hireling 
instigators, and vile and despicable spies.— 
Instead of the economy so repeatedly called 
for, pensions were augmented in a mobt scan- 
dalous degree, to which were added enor- 
mous gratuities, and oflices created solely 
with the view of augmenting tbe number of 
Government sa'raps. 


Calumny and espionage were carried into 


the secret circles of private families, and, the 
freedom of private life infected with their 
poison, the ancient hospitality of the Poles 
became a snare for their innocence 
Individ- 


ual liberty, which had been solemnly guaran- 
teed, was violated, and the prisons of the 
state became crowded ; Councils of U'ar v\ ere 
authorised to pronounce judgment in civil 
cases — and citizens, whose only fault was to 
save the spirit and chaiarter of the nation 
from corruption, were subjected to 
infa- 


mous punishments. It w.is in vain that some 
of the Authorities of the kingdom, and the 
Representatives of the people, laid before the 
king a faithful picture of the abuses commit- 
ted in his name, for not only were the abuses 
suffered to be unsuppressed, hut the res p on- 
sihilitv of the Ministers and the Administra- 
tive Authorities was paralysed by tbe imme- 
diate interference of the brother of the Em- 
peror, and hy tbe exercise of that discretion- 
ary power with which he was invested. 


This monstrous authority, the source of the 


greatest abuses, and which might wound the 
personal dignity of" every individual, had be- 
come so infatuated, that it even dared to call 
he fore it citizens of every rank and condition, 
merely to load them with insults, and at 
times to subject them to disgraceful public 
labors, reserved for the vilest convicts ; as if 
Providence,by permitting-them to carry their 
outrages against the people to the very ut- 
most pitch, had destined their inordinate a- 
buses of authority to be the exciting cause of 
our insurrection. 


After so many affronts, after so manifest a 


violation of the guarantees sworn, a violation 
\vhich no legitimate Government in any civ- 
ilized country would have allowed itself with 
impunity, and which, a i-.-.iiTioitr, may justi- 
fy our insurrection against an authority impo- 
sed by force ; who will not consider that this 
authority has broken off all alliance with the 
nation, that it has oppressed it beneath the 
yoke of slavery, that it has given the right at 
every instant to burst its fetters and forge 
them into arms ? 


'I he picture of the disasters of our brethren 


may be superfluous, but truth forbids us to 
pass it over. The provinces formerly incorpo- 
rated with Russia have not been re-united to 
the kingdom. 
Our brethren have not been 


admitted to the enjoyment of the liberal in- 
stitutions stipulated by the Congress of Vien- 
na; on the contrary, the national recollections 
awakened in them, first by promises and en- 
couragements, and then by a long expecta- 


came convinced that, under the shelter of 
these sacred names, it was intended to reduce 
them to a servile degradation, and weigh 
them down hy :ill the inflictions of a contin- 
ued despotism, and the loss of the dignity 
appertaining to man. 
The measures taken 


against the army first drew aside ihe veil that 
covered this mysteriou* plan. The most cruel 
outrages — the most infamous punishments — 
the most refined persecutions ordered bv the 
Commander-in-chief, under the pretence of 
maintaining discipline, but the real object of 
which .v.is to destroy the feeling of honor.

tors to misery, and since the accession of 
Nicholas 5o the throne, this state of things 
had cons'aiilly been growing -worse.

vcrv part of Old Poland, and even from parts 
subjected to foreign Governments. Upon the 
native soil ofliberty were introduced tortures 
which caused humanity to -.imdder. 
Death 


and suicide constantly diminished tbe number 
of tbe unfortunate victims, who were some- 
times left forgotten in small and damp dun- 
geons. 
In contempt of every law, a special 


Conimittc'* of Inquiry was instituted, compo- 
sed of Russians and Poles,niost of'tbem milita- 
ry mc-n,wbo by protracted torture*!,by promi- 
ses of pardons and insidious questions 
only 


sought to extort from the accused the confes- 
sion of an imaginary crime. 


It was only after an imprisonment of one 


year and a half that the High National Court 
was established, frr, as in sp-te of every law, 
imprisonment had been criminally prolonged 
to a degree that several victims hail died in 
prison, it became absolutely necessary to ren- 
der this measure legal. 
The conscience of 


the Senate disappointed this expectation, and 
the accused, who bad been groaning in pris- 
on for two years, were acquitted of anv crime 
against the State. 
This decision, from that 


period, removed all distinction between the 
accused and their Judges. 
The former, not- 


withstanding the sentence which proclaimed 
tbflir innocence, instead of being set at liber- 
ty, were conveyed to St. Petersburg, where 
they were imprisoned in forts, and up to this 
moment several have not been restored to 
their families. 
Tbe latter were detained for 


nearly a year at Warsaw for having shown 
.bemselves independent Judges. The pub- 
ication and execution of" the sentence was 
stopped. 
It was submitted to the examina- 


tion of the administrative authorities, and 
when, at length, out of some regard for Ku- 
rope, it was found necessary to publish it, a 
Minister carried bis audacity so far as to de- 
grade the national .Majesty, by reprimanding, 
n the name of the Sovereign, the highest 
magistracy of tbe State,in the exercise of their 
most ex-ilted functions. 


It was after such acts that the Kmperor Ni- 


cholas resolved to be crowned King of Poland. 
The representatives of the 
nation being 


timmoned, were silent witnesses of this cer- 
emony, and the new oaths were soon viola- 
ed again, for no abuse was suppressed, not 
•ven tbe discretionary power. 
Even on the 


lay of tbe Coronation, the Senate was filled 
with new members, who did not possess the 
qualifications required by the Constitution, 
tiie only guarantee of the independence of 
their vote.s 
An illegal loan, and the alinea- 


tion of national domains, were intended to 
render moveable and disposable the immense 
landed property of the State. 
Hut Provi- 


dence directed that the large sums proceed- 
ing from the partial execution of this plan, 
should not be squandered away, but used in 
arming the nation. 


In short, the last consolation, which un- 


der the reign of Alexander, enabled the 
Poles to support their misfortunes—namely, 
the hope of seeing themselves re-united to 
their brethren, was taken from them by the 
Emperor Nicholas. 
From that moment all 


ties were broken. 
The sacred fire which 


had long- been prohibited from being kindled 
upon the altars of the country, was secretly 
burning in the hearts of all well-disposed men. 
One thought only was common to them—that 
they should no longer endure such slavery.— 
But the government itself hastened the'mo- 
ment of explosion. 
In consequence of re- 


ports, daily corroborated, of a war against the 
liberty of nations, orders were given to put 
upon the war establishment the Polish army 
destined to march; and, in its place, the Rus- 
sian armies were to occupy the country — 
"onsiderable sums, proceeding from the loan

France has 


assumed this position in consequence 
of the most positive proof, that Austria 
and Russia were arming for the pur- 
pose of bringing back the grand-son of 
Charles X 
The rise of Poland has on- 


ly 
deferred 
the 
execution 
of 
the 


schemes of the two main powers of the 
Holy Alliance. 
Such is my informa- 


tion which is from a highly respectable 
source. This much may be taken for 
granted, Russia and Austria will never 
cordially acquiesce in the French Rev- 
olution, which is to them 
infinitely 


more dangerous even, t h a n the first. — 
There are but few nations who sigh for 
a republican form of government, be- 
cause they are aware of their incapaci- 
ty for self-government'; but the exam- 
ple of the French in expelling their ty- 
rants, would instantly be imitated by 
all of them, if not kept in check by hun- 
dreds of thousands of bayonets. 
You 


have hy this time heard and read a 
good many confused details respecting 
the forces of the revolutionists in Po- 
land. 
The following is from an au- 


thentic source, and therefore as near 
the t r u t h as possible. 
The whole force 


under the command of the Dictator of 
Poland, is at present 40.000 men. 
It is 


hoped that this force will be brought 
by the 20th of January to 60,000 infant- 
ry. 12.000 cavalry, and 6,000 artillery. 
The artillery is entirely officered by no- 
blemen of the higher and middle ranks, 
xvho give the tone and impulse — the 
lower classes being rather somewhat 
deficient in public spii it, having been 
great gainers under the Russian scep- 
tre. 


The same letter gives another im- 


portant item. The Grand Duke Con- 
stantine is said to have written to his 
brother that he is extremely sorry for 
having allowed himself to be made the 
instrument of the imperial 
\viii, and 


that he is resolved to be so no longer.- 
He insists on the restoration of rights 
to Poland, on the independence of thai 
Kingdom from Russian influence, and 
on the fulfilment of the stipulations, un- 
der which he had renounced his rights 
to the Russian throne. 
These stipula- 


tions were, that the kingdom of Poland 
was to be given to him as a sort of se- 
cundo geniiur. under Russian protec- 
tion, but without her influencing the 
destinies of the kingdom."
